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I CAME TO DEFEND PATMAN 
NOT TO BURY HIM 

In a recent column I came to the 
defense of my friend, Rep. Wright 
Patman of Texas, and urged him 
to disavow and bring forth facts 
to disprove the publicized insinua- 
tions that he had been a benefici- 
ary of those criminal gangsters and 
super-larcenists who plundered ana 
looted McKesson & Robbins. It is 
apparent that Mr. Patman miscon- 
strued my motive, for he recently 
assailed me very bitterly on the floor 
of the House. He probably confused 
my feeble efforts with those who had 
been attacking him, and when a 
man is riding on the horns of a di- 
lema he should not be held to a 
very strict account. I still protest 
that I came to praise Patman, and 
not to bury him. 

I shall not attempt to defend 
myself because, personally, i am 
not important, and the people are 
not interested in me. I am not up 
for defeat in the 1940 primaries. 
But they are interested in their 
elected servants, and Mr. Patman is 
clothed with the responsibility of a 
public trust. He is a man I have 
long admired. Even when he fought 
me four years ago, in my Struggle 
for pensions for suffering old peo- 
ple. I gave him credit for having 
the courage to fight aganist a mea- 
sure he did not want. If he was op- 
posed to old-age pensions as a mat- 
ter of principle, I could find no 
fault with him personally for op- 
posing my pension work. Since my 
efforts succeeded in arousing pub- 
lic sentiment to the extent that 
Congress passed the Social Security 
Act, Rep. Patman has probably not- 
ed repercussions—as evidenced by 
his introduction of H R 105, for Fed- 
eral Old-Age Assistance. I shall not 
discuss his pension bill here, only to 
say that I do not regard it as an 
improvement over what we already 
have. 

KEEP THE RECORD 
STRAIGHT 

Because I want to keep the re- 
cord straight, I here remind Mr. 
Patman that in 1936 I published his 
picture along with such clean and 
outstanding young statesmen as 
Reps. Will Rogers, of Oklahoma, 
Jennings Randolph of West Va., and 
Senator Josh Lee, and mentioned 
him, Patman, among five courage- 
ous men either of whom I would 
personally like to see become Vice- 
President in the event Mr. Garner 
should decline another term. 

Not a breath of scandal has 
touched these other gentlemen, and 
when Mr. Patman's name became 
associated with notorious characters 
like Musica, alias F. Donald Cos- 
ter, I felt called upon to defend the 
man I had so lately championed for 
such a high honor. 


CHAIN STORES 

This column has not gone into 
Rep. Patman's chain-store lynch- 
ing bili. I would not know a chain- 
store tycoon or one of their lobby- 
ists from a prize fighter. All I 
know about chain stores is that I 
can buy quality merchandise from 
their counters at low prices, and a 
farmer friend of mine out in Mary- 
land found in them a quick cash 
market last year for his potatoes, 
tomatoes and poultry. I also see 
several young men in my Vicinity 
are working in one. and they are 
able to pay for their small homes 
and send their children to school 
on the salaries they receive from 
the chain stores. A local real 
tate owner gets more in rental 
his business property, and 
neighbor was able to sell his 
joining lots at a bigger price on ac- 
count of one or two wicked cha 
stores coming in. Chain stores may 
be the invention of Old Nick, him- 
self—but I like to buy from them 
when my _ patronage helps my 
neighbors to hold jobs so they can 
save their homes from. foreclosure 
and support their families. 

As long as they do all this, I am 
willing for honest absent-owners to 
have what little profit there is left 
—provided, of course, that none of 
it goes to financial crooks like Cos- 
ter-Musica to help subsidize our 
congressmen for making speeches 
for them all over the country.

Rep. Patman has long taken upon 
his shoulders the role of a gailant 
champion in defense of purity, and 
has not spared the paddle when 
he caught the other fellow bend- 
ing over. Now, I am not a guy who 
would grab my nail-studded paddle 
when Patman is caught bent over 
and iwth his pants down.

7,000 Families Homeless 
As Rising Mercury Adds 
To Seasonal Run-Off 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., () — Rising 
temperatures sent the Ohio river 
surging over flood stages in Ken- 
tucky today as the crest of a sea- 
sonal flood sweeping down from the 
Alleghanies moved rapidly towa.d 
Louisville. 

Red Cross officials estimated that 
7,000 families already had _ been 
forced to flee their homes in sec- 
tions of West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Ohio and Tennessee, where tribu- 
traies choked by melting snows and 
rains had sent the Ohio and Ten- 
nessee Rivers over their banks. 

The Ohio had risen here early 
today to a stage of 286 feet—six 
inches over flood stage and U. S. 
Forecaster James L. Kendall fore- 
cast additional rain tonight and 
tomorrow. He predicted that the 
river would reach a crest of 35 feet 
by tomorrow night. 

His forecast added to the appre- 
hension of residents. Several hun- 
dred crowded the waterfront and ex- 
tra police were assigned to duty 
to keep traffic moving at the scene. 
Mayor Joseph D. Scholtz reassured 
citizens against fears of a disas-

LOS ANGELES, (lP)—Remind me, 
will you, the next time you see me, 
to write a letter to Dwight Davis 
and ask him why he doesn’t do his 
bit toward bettering the world’s 
economic situation by limiting the 
Davis cup competion to four or five 
countries. 

Of course, Mr. Davis doesn’t know
